delight of the latter. The plan of refund- 
ing is the one incorporated -by the last 
legislature in a bill providing for the is- 
sue of new bonds. These bonds are to be 
dated the first day of January, 1879—the 
principal, payable forty years thereafter, 
bearing interest at the rate of three per 
cent for ten years, four percent for twenty 
years, anc' five per cent for ten years. 
The settlement of these public burdens 
leaves in the south only those of Louisi- 
ana, South Carolina, and North Carolina 
in an unceftain condition. It is to be 
hoped that they will also be permanently 
arranged. Negotiations or proceedings 
are pending, we believe, in the tree 
eases. The rapid disposition of the huge 
burdens of debt that alien hands to a 
great extent piled upon the states of the 
south constitutes one the greatest 
achievements of these times of peace and 
“settling up.”

Scared by the Convention. 

New York Times, rep. 
The convention to revise the constitution of the 
state of Louisiana assembles to-day in New Or- 
leans. The delegates are 154 in number, and 
are classified as follows: 92 democrats, 33 repub- 
Heans, 4 “conservative fusionists,’’ 2 independ- 
ents and 2 nationals. This is the convention whose 
assembling is reported to be the cause of the 
stampede among the colored people of Louisians.
